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City passes abandoned property ordinance

The Green County City 
Council adopted an aban¬ 
doned and blighted property 
ordinance at Monday’s April 
meeting. 

The ordinance creates a 
new classification of aban¬ 
doned urban property in the 


city limits to allow the levying 
of taxes at the highest permis¬ 
sible rates. The Council action 
adds language to existing 
city code to classify vacant or 
unimproved lot or parcel of 
ground in the city that meets 
certain criteria as abandoned 
urban property. 

The criteria include di¬ 
lapidated, unsanitary, unsafe 


properties, properties that by 
reason or neglect have become 
infested with vermin, have 
been tax delinquent for at lest 
three years and other state 
statute defined reasons. 

The ad valorem tax on such 
designated properties will be 
75 cents per each $100 of as¬ 
sessed value. The regular city 
property tax rate us 19.8 cents 


per $100 value. 

City officials said that 
blighted and deteriorated 
properties require greater 
code enforcement activities 
by the city, require greater 
financial cost to the city and 
require an increased level of 
city services such as police 
and fire protection. 

The city will notify the own¬ 


ers of such properties each 
year of the designation. Own¬ 
ers may appeal the decision to 
the city’s Code Enforcement 
Board. 

The city’s stated goal with 
the ordinance is to continue 
its commitment to cleaning 
up blighted, vacated or aban¬ 
doned properties, officials 
said.

A former Green County 
High School teacher faces 
sexual abuse charges af¬ 
ter police arrested him last 
week. 

Thomas Williams, 26,2937 
Hwy. 910 Russell Springs, 
who resigned his position 
as a math teacher at Green 
County High School, was ar¬ 
rested April 7 and charged 
with three counts of first- 
degree sex abuse for alleg¬ 
edly having inappropriate 
contact with a student. 

Kentucky State Trooper 
Jeremy Baker served a Grand 
Jury indictment warrant on 
Williams, who turned him¬ 
self in at the Taylor County 


Jail. The 
indictment 
warrant was 
a result of 
an investi¬ 
gation con¬ 
ducted by 
Post 15 De¬ 
tectives in 
March of 
2015 with 
allegations of inappropriate 
contact with a student who 
is less than 16-years-old. 
The Grand Jury indictment 
charges the alleged incidents 
occurred between Nov. 23 
and Feb. 13 

Bond for Williams, who 
was in his first year as a 
Green County teacher, was 
set at $30,000 cash.

Kentucky residents now 
have new license plate op¬ 
tions for their vehicles in¬ 
cluding a specialty plate for 
the Kentucky Circuit Court 
Clerks’ Trust For Life re¬ 
leased April 1. 

The Trust for Life ini¬ 
tiative’s goal is to educate 
Kentuckians about the life¬ 
saving mission of organ 
donation and give drivers 
the opportunity to become 
an organ and tissue donor 
when licenses are renewed. 

“There are 120,000 peo¬ 
ple on the waiting list in the 
United States,” said Green 
County Circuit Clerk Ann 
Mattingly. “More than 1.5 
million Kentuckians have 
registered to donate life and 
the choice to do so is entire¬ 
ly personal, but there have 
been many Green Coun- 
tians who have benefited 
from transplants.” 

The cost of purchase for 
the Trust For Life specialty 
plate is $34. In addition, 
those purchasing the plates 
can donate up to $10 to the 
circuit clerks’ Trust For Life 
fund.

Any owner of a 
non-commercial motor ve¬ 
hicle under 10,000 pounds 
required to be registered 
for use on Kentucky high¬ 
ways can purchase a spe¬ 
cialty plate at the county 
clerk’s office in their county 
of residence. Costs vary. A

Beyond the state’s stan¬

We’ve come - or drift¬ 
ed - a long way since 
then-President Andrew 
Jackson vetoed a bill in 
1830 that would have 
provided aid for a Ken¬ 
tucky road project. 

Jackson argued that 
forcing taxpayers na¬ 
tionwide to pay for the 
road would be a “sub¬ 
version of the federal 
system” since it was of 
“purely local charac¬ 
ter.” 

Not only has such 
restraint been a rarity 
during our lifetimes, 
but the increasing de¬ 
pendence that most 
states have had on fed¬ 
eral funding for local 
projects has resulted 
in the “gold-plated oc¬ 
tagon problem” that 
even Washington used 
to lament. 

“Officials who 
evolved the adminis¬ 
tration’s revenue-shar¬ 
ing proposals say they 
are trying to solve The 
gold-plated octagon 
problem,”’ wrote the 
late Wall Street Jour¬ 
nal editorial page editor 
Robert L. Bartley in the 
March 3,1971 edition of 
that publication. “One 
explains, Tf the federal 
government were giv¬ 
ing away gold-plated 
octagons, and the cit¬ 
ies had to pay half the 
cost, every damn city in 
the nation would have 
one.’” 

But Washington 
power-seekers now 
not only tolerate such 
dependence, they wel¬ 
come it - viewing such 
attachment to federal 
funding as a way to 
force upon states poli¬ 
cies that the Constitu¬ 
tion leaves no room for 
the federal government 
to meddle with. 

Not only does such 
an approach weaken 
states’ ability to protect 
their citizens against 
increasing overreach 
by the federal govern¬ 
ment, it also can have 
downright absurd re¬ 
sults. 

How else do you ex¬ 
plain the fact that driv¬ 
ers get ticketed in Ken¬ 
tucky if anyone in their 
vehicle gets caught not 
wearing a seat belt, 
but motorcyclists older 
than 21 years of age are 
not required to even 
wear a helmet while on 
the road? 

The aha! moment 
comes when you discov¬ 
er that our Washington 
masters threatened to 
withhold hundreds of 
millions of federal high¬ 
way-fund dollars un¬ 
less Kentucky passed a 
seat-belt law. 

Some well-inten¬ 
tioned policymakers 
hold that if Kentucky 
doesn’t take its share 
of federal pork, other 
states will. 

Such an attitude has 
allowed a “subversion of 
the federal system” that 
promises to be much- 
more harmful than the 
erosion of personal lib¬ 
erty signified by tightly 
strapped seat belts. 

When the Obama 
administration waved 
$4.3 billion of so-called 
“Race to the Top” fund¬ 
ing in front of states in 
2009, it did so with the 
intention of inducing 
them to do what the 
feds have absolutely no

constitutional business 
meddling with: adopt 
one-size-fits-all educa¬ 
tional standards. 

State bureaucrats 
care little about minor 
nuisances like consti¬ 
tutional principles - es¬ 
pecially when so much 
money is at stake. 

Combine that apathy 
for how federalism is 
supposed to work with 
the fact that the states 
were having their 
toughest times since 
the Great Depression 
figuring out how to bal¬ 
ance their budgets, and 
bureaucrats jumped at 
the cash. 

Kentucky like a des¬ 
perate date jumped 
first and hard. 

The worst part of this 
story, though, is that it 
unalterably commit¬ 
ted an entire common¬ 
wealth and its students 
to Common Core State 
Standards four months 
before anyone even 
knew what those cri- 
terions - the result of 
a very nontransparent 
process - were. 

Common Core now is 
recognized as a dumb- 
ed-down, minimalist 
approach totally lack¬ 
ing in key academic 
areas like advanced 
high-school mathemat¬ 
ics - coursework need¬ 
ed to ensure students 
have access to careers 
in science, technology, 
engineering and math¬ 
ematics. 

The naive supporters 
not only of this policy - 
but of the way it went

down - will, with seri¬ 
ous faces, claim “this 
isn’t federally mandat¬ 
ed policy.” Yet without 
the promise of Race to 
the Top dollars, many 
states would have told 
Washington where it 
could get off - on Ninth 
and Tenth Amendment 
streets. 

As the “gold-plated 
octagon” represents, 
not only do most state 
policymakers and bu¬ 
reaucrats seem to lack 
any real will to address 
this subversion, but 
like addicts, want the 
thrill of the rush even 
if it puts vulnerable 
citizens at risk of being 
negatively impacted by 
harmful policy.

“Environmental Investor” 


Next week, we observe the 45th an¬ 
niversary of Earth Day. Since its incep¬ 
tion in 1970, Earth Day has inspired 
millions of people to take action to 
improve the environment. But the les¬ 
sons of environmentalism can also be 
applied to other areas of life — such as 
investing.

And the same could be true 
for our investments — it’s not always 
a case of “the more, the merrier.” It’s 
particularly important not to own too 
many of the same type of investments, 
because you could suffer a setback in a 
market downturn that primarily affects 
those assets. 

• Reuse — One way of being en¬ 
vironmentally conscious is to repair, 
rather than replace, durable goods such 
as bicycles, washers, dryers, etc. After 
all, “new” is not always better. Many in¬ 
vestors are also prone to tossing out the 
old and bringing in the new — and not 
always with the best results. For exam¬ 
ple, some investors switch their overall 
strategy every so often in attempts to 
capitalize on some trend they have heard 
about. But you’re almost certainly better 
off by sticking with a long-term strategy 


that’s appropriate for your goals, risk 
tolerance and time horizon. Of course, 
within your strategy you can make ad¬ 
justments as your circumstances change 
over time, but there’s probably no need 
to toss your entire approach overboard. 
As you invest, though, always be aware 
that the value of your investments will 
fluctuate, and there are no guarantees 
that you won’t lose value. 

• Recycle — Aluminum cans become 
airplane parts, old phone books are 
transformed into textbooks and plastic 
beverage containers may end up as the 
carpeting on your floors. It’s truly amaz¬ 
ing how recycling can give new life to 
old, unwanted products. In a way, you 
can also “recycle” investments that no 
longer meet your needs, either because 
your circumstances have changed or be¬ 
cause the investments themselves have 
become fundamentally altered — as is 
the case when a company in which you 
invested has shifted its focus or taken its 
business in a new direction. Instead of 
just liquidating the investment and us¬ 
ing the cash to buy, say, an ultra-high- 
definition television with all the bells 
and whistles, you could find a new use 
for the proceeds in your investment 
portfolio. To name one possibility, you 
could use the money to help save for a 
child’s college education. Or you might 
use it to help fill other gaps in your port¬ 
folio. 

By following the “reduce, reuse and 
recycle” philosophy, you can help make 
the world a “greener” place to live. And 
by applying the same principles to the 
way you invest, you can create a health¬ 
ier environment in which to pursue your 
important financial goals.

Walking through 
rooms of her home 
filled with a lifetime 
of her artwork, Phyl¬ 
lis Blakeman uttered 
the undisputable. 

“Nobody lives forev¬

She attended West¬ 
ern Kentucky College, 
graduating as an Eng- 
lish/art major, music

“We are honored 
that Phyllis thought 
enough of our museum 
and what we try to ac¬ 
complish for our com¬ 
munity that she would 
make this contribu¬ 
tion,” said museum di¬ 
rector Iris LaRue.

pants respond to an on¬ 
stage question with one 
being able to express 
an opinion. Judges 
also take into account 
grace, poise and com¬ 
posure, posture, speech 
and choice of dress. 

AccordingtoSquires, 
the fitness portion 
looks at one's agility, 
strength and stamina, 
coordination and body 
tone.

Greensburg and 
Green County resi¬ 
dents are preparing 
to take advantage of a 
pair of popular govern¬ 
ment-sponsored spring 
cleaning events held 
annually. 

One program is open 
to both city and county 
residents, but the oth¬ 
er is limited to those 
who reside inside the 
Greensburg city limits. 
Both programs, how¬ 
ever, allow citizens to 
get rid of large, bulky 
items at no cost to the 
resident. 


First up is the Green 
County Fiscal Court 
White Goods Amnesty 
program April 22-24. 
The program allows 
city and county resi¬ 
dents to bring unlim¬ 
ited amounts of waste 
metal, appliances and 
other items to a central 
location for disposal 
at no cost to the resi¬ 
dents. 

The event will be 
held at the concrete 
slab adjacent to the Ac¬ 
cess Cable office on Co¬ 
lumbia Highway 

County officials said 
appliances, furniture, 
junk cars and batteries; 
almost anything except 
paint, oil, tires, propane 
tanks, garbage, asphalt 
shingles, tree limbs, 
lumber or any hazard¬ 
ous material may be 
dropped off.

The city’s program 
will start with a cel¬ 
ebration of neighbor¬ 
hood renewal and then 
will come to residents. 

The City of Greens- 
burg’s annual spring 
clean-up week will kick 
off Saturday, May 9 
with an all-day event 
that will target neigh¬ 
borhoods within the 
city. 

Greensburg Com¬ 
munity Development 
Coordinator Ivy Stan¬ 
ley said that volunteers 
and city officials will fan 
out across the city. 

“The goal (is) to really 
get a jump on cleaning 
up the city and areas 


in need of attention,” 
Stanley said. “Volun¬ 
teers will help property 
owners declutter their 
property by providing 
the manpower to drag 
all junked items to the 
curb for pickup during 
the May 11-15 clean¬ 
up week. In years past, 
Waste Connections has 
limited Spring Clean¬ 
up to one large item. 
This year, all large items 
that can be disposed of 
will be accepted during 
the clean-up week.” 

Stanley said excess 
furniture and appli¬ 
ances are high on the 
list of items that will 
be targeted during this 
clean-up event. 

“For refrigerators 
and deep freezes, the 
compressor must be re¬ 
moved prior to pick-up 
by Waste Connections,” 


she said. “Old paint may 
also be disposed of if cat 
litter has been added to 
the paint.” 

Stanley said items 
that will not be accept¬ 
ed include tires, batter¬ 
ies, electronics and mo¬ 
tor oil. 

City of Greensburg 
residents can sign up 
prior to May 9 for as¬ 
sistance on disposing 
of items by contacting 
Greensburg City Hall 
at 270-932-4298 and 
providing their name, 
address and contact in¬ 
formation. 

Stanley said all 
Neighborhood Pride 
volunteer groups will 
receive a monetary do¬ 
nation for participating 
in the event. A mini¬ 
mum of five volunteers 
per group, plus a spon¬ 
sor are mandatory. 


“Each group will be 
assigned a neighbor¬ 
hood section and will 
be responsible for help¬ 
ing anyone in that area 
needing assistance,” 
Stanley said. “In order 
to receive their dona¬ 
tion, volunteer groups 
will need to be present 
throughout the entire 
event.

City looks at inspection, leash ordinances

City of Greensburg 
officials are looking at 
possible ordinances to 
allow rental property 
inspection and require 
pets be restrained. 

Mayor Lisle 
Cheatham has proposed 
the city require city in¬ 
spection of private rent¬ 
al properties just as gov¬ 
ernment-owned housing 
is regularly inspected. 

“About 40 per¬ 
cent of the housing in 


Greensburg is renter- 
occupied, and we have 
an aging housing stock 
with the average house 
in Greensburg built be¬ 
fore 1964,” he said. “I 
have seen $800-900 elec¬ 
tric bills because their 
house is not insulated 
or the windows aren’t 
good and, for whatever 
reason, some renters 
may not feel comfortable 
reporting that.” 

The Mayor said ill- 
maintained properties 
impact the city from a 
valuation standpoint 


as well as presenting a 
problem to nearby prop¬ 
erties. 

“We need a mecha¬ 
nism to inspect those 
properties to ensure 
people are receiving ad¬ 
equate living conditions. 
If people are going to 
own a property in our 
community and rent it 
out, they need to main¬ 
tain that property at a 
reasonable standard.” 

Mayor Cheatham 
said it is up to the Coun¬ 
cil whether to move for¬ 
ward with an ordinance 


to make inspections au¬ 
tomatic. 

“If you are entirely re¬ 
lying on somebody to re¬ 
port a problem, you are 
lucky if you are getting 
one percent of the issue,” 
he said. “It makes our 
ability to enforce the or¬ 
dinances we have on the 
books, whether it is the 
nuisance code or build¬ 
ing code pretty much 
unenforceable.” 

A citizen inquiry 
about free-running dogs 
at Monday’s meeting 
prompted officials to 


begin consideration of a 
city-wide leash law. 

Currently the city has 
a mechanism to deal 
with nuisance pets, but 
nothing that requires 
animals be restrained. 
The citizen request 
would have far-reaching 
effects if an ordinance is 
implemented, effecting 
more than dogs. 

“If we go down this 
path we have to deal 
with all the problem, not 
just part of it,” he said. 
“More than half the calls 
we get are cats. Either 


multiple cats or feral 
cats. Cats aren’t going 
to maul somebody, but 
they certainly cause a lot 
of property damage.” 

Mayor Cheatham 
said leash laws from 
places that deal with 
them in different ways 
will be studied. 

“The Council is going 
to have to deal with is¬ 
sues such as how do you 
enforce it (and) what is 
the license cost going to 
have to be, because you 
can’t enforce it without 
licenses,” he said.

In conjunction with 
National Distracted 
Driving Awareness 
Month, law enforcement 
agencies in Kentucky 
are stepping up efforts 
to persuade drivers to 
put down the phone as 
part of the second an¬ 
nual national texting 
enforcement crackdown 
- U Drive. U Text. U 
Pay. 

“Driving and texting 
is illegal and irrespon¬ 


sible,” said Kentucky 
Transportation Secre¬ 
tary Mike Hancock. “We 
are serious about stop¬ 
ping this deadly behav¬ 
ior, so all drivers must 
know that if you are 
texting while driving, 
you will be stopped and 
fined.” 

Violators will be liable 
for fines of $25 on a first 
offense and $50 on each 
subsequent offense, plus 
court costs. 

The law bans texting 
for drivers of all ages 


while the vehicle is in 
motion. For drivers over 
18, it allows the use of 
global positioning devic¬ 
es and reading, selecting 
or entering a telephone 
number or name for the 
purpose of making a 
phone call. Texting is al¬ 
lowed only to report ille¬ 
gal activity or to request 
medical or emergency 
aid. 

For drivers under 18, 
no use of personal com¬ 
munication devices, such 
as cellphones and pag¬ 


ers, is allowed while the 
vehicle is in motion. The 
use of a global position¬ 
ing system is allowed, 
but manually entering 
information must be 
completed while the ve¬ 
hicle is stopped. 

In Kentucky in 2014, 
there were over 53,500 
crashes resulting in over 
14,000 injuries and 169 
fatalities due to distract¬ 
ed driving.

Some time- and 
cost-saving changes 
to Kentucky’s vehicle 
registration system 
went into effect Thurs¬ 
day at the Green Coun¬ 
ty Clerk’s office when 
the vehicle registra¬ 
tion system changed 
to “print on demand” 
decals for license plate 
renewals. 

Green County Clerk 
Billy Joe Lowe said 
that now, instead of his 
office having to stock 
booklets of preprinted 
decals, the new decals 
are printed at the time 
of registration. 

The change to print- 
on-demand decals and 
registrations is part 
of a comprehensive 
overhaul and eventual 
replacement of Ken¬ 
tucky’s 30-year-old ve¬ 
hicle registration sys¬ 
tem, known as AVIS 
(Automated Vehicle 
Information System). 

The replacement 
system will bear a 


slightly different name 
- KAVIS (Kentucky 
Automatic Vehicle In¬ 
formation System). 
Once fully developed, 
KAVIS will combine 
titling and registra¬ 
tion for boats as well 


as motor vehicles, cre¬ 
ating a more efficient 
registration process 
for customers. 

“This process will 
save county clerk offic¬ 
es from having to keep 
the book of registra¬ 


tion decals and it will 
save us postage too, 
because now we don’t 
have to mail titles into 
Frankfort when a vehi¬ 
cle is transferred,” he 
said. “All that is done 
through the computer, 
although Frankfort 
will still mail a new ti¬ 
tle to the new owner.” 

Rodney Kuhl, com¬ 
missioner of the De¬ 
partment of Vehicle 
Regulation in the Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation 
Cabinet, said that for 
the public, the most no¬ 
ticeable change is that 
decals will no longer 
be color-coded by year. 
The new decals will 
have black lettering on 
a white background. 
The year and month 
of registration expi¬ 
ration will be in bold 
numbers, with the li¬ 
cense plate number as¬ 
sociated with the reg¬ 
istered vehicle printed 
on the bottom. The de¬ 
cals are printed on the 
registration receipt 
with a special feature 
that allows them to be

peeled off and applied 
to a license plate. 

The registration 
receipt also is chang¬ 
ing appearance. Gone 
is the traditional blue 
and white paper. Cer¬ 
tificates now will be on 
8 1/2-inch by 11-inch 
white paper. Although 
the look is different, 
information on the cer¬ 


tificate is the same. 

The new decals and 
registration receipts 
are already in use in 
many counties, with 
full implementation 
in all 120 counties ex¬ 
pected by the end of 
April. Customers with 
the old registration 
decals will keep them 
until they expire.
